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PREFACE 


The writing of the history of the Bethel Mennonite Church has been no small 
undertaking. We have used information gleaned from the church records and min¬ 
utes, as well as personal comments from those who were in the church from its be¬ 
ginning and are still in our midst today. 

The purpose of this history is to share our records with the present member¬ 
ship, as well as with future generations. 

We wish to pay special tribute to those who have aided in laying the founda¬ 
tion of the church. We wish especially to acknowledge their vision for the church 
and their perseverence to make their vision become a reality. Speci.al mention 
should be made of Rev. Benjamin Ewert, Mr. C. C. Neufeld and Rev. I. I. Friesen. 

This history of our church is in no way a complete history of the church’s 
activities since its beginning. No attempt has been made to follow any uniform 
pattern. The chapters have been written by those most closely involved during 
that period in which they worked. It was hoped that in this way the sentiments 
and struggles of each period would be best expressed. 

The history is written in three chapters by the following: Chapter I, Bethel 
Mennonite Church 1937-1951, by Rev. I. I. Friesen; Chapter II, Bethel Mennonite 
Church 1951-1954, by Rev. David Schroeder; Chapter III, Bethel Mennonite Church 
1954-1965, by Rev. George Groening.

CHAPTER I 

Bethel Mennonite Church 
1937-1951 

Bethel Mennonite Church, or Bethel Mission, as it was at first called, had 
its beginning on December 8, 1937. It was at this time_ that Rev. Benjamin Ewert 
invited Mennonite young people to come together in a rented hall on Logan Avenue 
for the purpose of getting better acquainted and of considering the advisability 
of future meetings of a social and devotional nature. Twenty-one young people 
were present at this meeting. As a result it was decided that further meetings 
be held under the direction of Rev. B. Ewert. 

Due to the willing co-operation of the Emmanuel Baptist Church on Sargent 
Avenue, it was possible to secure the use of their church building for holding 
religious services every Sunday between 1:45 and 2:45 p.m. Meetings began in 
this church on January 16, 1938, and were continued there for nine months. The 
average attendance was 27, according to Rev. B. Ewert, who has recorded some of 
the main facts of the history of the early stages of the church in the Bethe1 
Beacon (1948). At this time catechism classes were begun and the first baptismal 
service was held on May 12, 1938, at which time seven young people were baptized 
by Rev. B. Ewert. The Lord's Supper was also observed on this day. 

Since the time allotted for the services in the Baptist Church was not sat¬ 
isfactory to those who were taking part, it was decided to look for another place 
of worship where the group could meet in a more unrestricted way. Hence, an old 
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church, which had been unoccupied for some time, located on the corner of Sher- 
brook Street & Sargent Avenue, was found and considered. It was decided to rent 
this church and to renovate it for future use. An arrangement was made whereby 
the mission group would pay $100.00 for the use of the church for the first six 
months, with the understanding that the group renovate the church at its own ex¬ 
pense. After this a rental fee of $40.00 a month was to be paid. 

This offer was accepted, with the assurance made by Rev. David Toews, of the 
Home Mission Board of the General Conference of North America, that the Mission 
Board would help to finance the undertaking. On the other hand. Rev. B. Ewert 
would continue to receive his salary from the Home Mission Board of the Confer¬ 
ence of Mennonites in Canada. 

After spending about $100.00 to clean the church and to secure some old ben¬ 
ches, the church was dedicated as a place of worship on Sunday, November 6, 1938. 
The following ministers were present at the dedicatory service: Rev. John P. 
Bueckert from the vicinity of Gretna; Rev. Jacob N. Hoeppner of Altona; Rev. Ja¬ 
cob Toews of Glenlea; Rev. David H. Loewen of Gretna; Mr. Herman Neufeld and Rev. 
John H. Enns of Winnipeg. Approximately 100 people were present at the morning 
service and about 50 at the evening service. After this, regular services con¬ 
tinued to be held in this building. Until the summer of 1940 services were con¬ 
ducted entirely in the German language. 

On September 8, 1940, a questionnaire was sent out in order to determine the 
attitude of the group towards the use of the English language. The questionnaire 
showed that 14 favoured the use of the English language only, four wanted to have 
only the German, and 16 favoured an alternate use of German and English in the 
services. Fourteen desired a German service on Sunday morning and an English ser¬ 
vice in the evening. As a result the latter arrangement was accepted. Rev. Ewert 
states that the evening services increased from an average attendance of 22 to 36 
in 1942. Sunday offerings and special donations in 1940 totalled $186.67. This 

figure rose to $325.53 in 1942. A sum of $40.00 a month was received from the 

Home Mission Board of the General Conference for rental fees, whereas expenses for 
maintenance, repair, heating and electricity were paid for by the mission group. 

From 1940—41 Rev. C. Boldt of Hague, Saskatchewan, who was attending school 
in Winnipeg, assisted Rev. B. Ewert in the work. During 1942-43 Rev. A. P. Toews 

of the E.M.B. Church in Steinbach, who was also studying in Winnipeg, assisted in 

the various activities of the church. In 1942 Rev. H. P. Fast of Steinbach con¬ 
ducted services for members of the E.M.B. Church in our church building. Members 
of our own mission group also attended these services. A rental fee of $3D0 per 
evening was charged for the use of the church. 

Rev. B. Ewert also reports that during 1942 and 1943 a movement took place 
with regard to conditions of the work in the Bethel Mission Church, partly on ac¬ 
count of the language question. At this time there was a desire to start an in¬ 
terdenominational English Mennonite Church in Winnipeg. Several neetings were 
held to consider this question. 

In a separate report on the period of the church’s history between 1939 and 
1943, Mr. C. C. Neufeld says: "The first meeting at which there was an attempt 
made to reorganize Bethel Mission to meet the needs of the group of people attend¬ 
ing this Mission was held in the Bethel Mission on January 10, 1943. At this meet¬ 
ing Rev. Ewert summarized the nature of the activities of Bethel Mission during 
the past five years, and then suggested that the Sunday School, Choir, Ladies’Aid 
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and Evening Services held in the English language, operate independently under 
the supervision of their own executives, and that these executives co-operate 
with the superintendent of the Mission." 

At this meeting the following resolution, moved by Mr. C. C, Neufeld and se¬ 
conded by Mr. H. Vogt, was passed, stating that: (a) The evening services in Be¬ 
thel Mission be held in the English language under the administration of a sepa¬ 
rate executive in co-operation with the superintendent of the Bethel Mission, and 
(b) That the evening services administration be responsible for all expenses in¬ 
curred in connection with such services. 

On January 17, 1943, another meeting was held in the Emmanuel Baptist Church 
in order to discuss closer co-operation amongst Mennonites with special consider¬ 
ation being given on the interdenominational aspect. At this meeting the follow¬ 
ing resolution was passed: (a) That we tentatively accept Rev. Ewert's proposal, 
with the further objective of working towards the establishment of a separate, in¬ 
terdenominational church organization, and (b) That a committee of six be elected 
for the purpose of proceeding with the organization of a First English Interdenom¬ 
inational Mennonite Church. 

The following men were elected to the above committee: Mr. C. C. Neufeld, 

Mr. A. P, Toews, Mr. Levi Loewen, Rev. Benjamin Ewert, Mr. Harry Rempel and Mr. 
Alvin Buhr. 

This committee held several meetings, but after making several inquiries of 
Conference representatives in Canada and the United States, did not see its way 
clear for the promotion of such an interdenominational Mennonite Church. 

On June 30, 1943, a general meeting took place in Bethel Mission Church on 
Sherbrook Street & Sargent Avenue. This meeting accepted the following resolu¬ 
tions: (1) That the work in the Mission Church be continued; (2) That the confer¬ 

ences be asked to continue their financial support, and (3) That we support Rev. 

B. Ewert’s recommendation that Rev. Isaac I. Friesen be appointed as future super¬ 
intendent of the Bethel Mission Church. 

The above resolutions were forwarded to the Home Mission Board of the General 
Conference in North America and were accepted by them. Hence, Rev. I. I. Friesen 
was invited to take over the work in the Mission in co-operation with Rev. Benja¬ 
min Ewert. 

Rev. Isaac I. Friesen had begun his work as a minister of the gospel in the 
Mennonite Church in Rosthern, Saskatchewan. He had been ordained by Rev. David 
Toews, elder of this church, as evangelist in November 23, 1919, and as minister 
in this church on July 8, 1923. Rev. Friesen had taught in our denominational 
high school in Rosthern, as well as in the Mennonite Collegiate Institute in Gret¬ 
na, Manitoba. After spending three years as chaplain in the Mennonite Deaconess 
Hospital in Salem, Oregon, he had finished his seminary training in Philadelphia, 
Pa., in 1943. Rev. & Mrs. Friesen took up their work in the Bethel Mission Church 
on August 1, 1943. 

Meetings continued to be held in the church at Sargent Avenue & Sherbrook 
Street, but due to an increased attendance, the inadequacy of the old church build¬ 
ing in which we were meeting became apparent. Hence, it was decided that a new 
church building should be secured. A location was also found near the corner of 
Ellice Avenue & Arlington Street, and a deposit was made on the lot that had been 
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selected. However, due to war conditions at the time, it was impossible to se¬ 
cure a building permit, and also, the cost of erecting a new church building 
seemed to be prohibitive. In the meantime an old church was located at the cor¬ 
ner of Westminster Avenue & Furby Street. This was a larger building and could 
seat approximately 250 people in the main auditorium. The church had a full base¬ 
ment which could be used for Sunday School purposes. This building was owned by 
the Unitarian church, whose headquarters were in Boston, Mass. This organization 
offered the building to us for $8000.00. After meeting with members of the Home 
Mission Board of the General Conference it was decided by this Board that they 
would contribute the sum of $6000.00 to the purchase of this building. Half of 
this was to be regarded as a contribution and the other half as a loan to the 
church. The balance of the cost of the church was to be paid by the members of the 
Bethel Mission Church. Accordingly, the church was purchased on March 13, 1945, 
and the first meetings were held there on October 5, 1945. 

In March of 1948 a letter was received by the church from Rev. G. G. Epp o£ 
the Home Mission Board of the General Conference, acknowledging that the full sum 
of $3000.00 loaned to the church by the Conference had been repaid. In this ef¬ 
fort we also need to acknowledge the financial contributions received from Menno- 
nite churches and individuals outside of Winnipeg which helped to support our work. 

Expenses in connection with the church were as follows: Cost of church - 
$8000.00; underpinning of foundation - $1980.00; furnace - $715.50; stoker - 
$385.25; installation of fan and furnace — $650.00, making a total of $11,730.75. 

The newly-acquired church was dedicated on November 11, 1945. Rev. W. Harley 
King, representing the Home Mission Board of the General Conference, was present 
on this occasion. 

On November 18, 1945, Rev. I. I. Friesen was ordained as elder of the Bethel 
Mission Church and on February 17, 1946, the church adopted a constitution under 
which it was to operate as an organized church. In the first church council the 
following members were active: Deacons: P. P. Reimer, Jacob H. Buhr & Henry Wall! 
Trustees: C. C, Neufeld, Albert Schroeder & G. H. Hiebert. Secretary-treasurer 
was Dr. J, B. Derksen. The above, together with the ministers of the church, con¬ 
stituted the first Church Council. Mr. C, C, Neufeld acted as chairman of the 
Church Council for many years. 

Rev. B. Ewert reportedthat from May, 1938, to May, 1945, during which time he 
was acting as elder, nine baptismal services were held in the church. After this, 
Rev. I. I, Friesen officiated at the baptismal services. 

A special occasion in the history of the church took place on September 2, 
1945. At this time the 50th anniversary of Rev. B. Ewert’s services as minister 
in the Mennonite Church were celebrated. This was also the occasion when Rev. B. 
Ewert and his wife celebrated their Golden Wedding anniversary. Also, this date 
coincided with the 25th anniversary of Rev. I. I. Friesen's election to the mini¬ 
stry. 

On March 14, 1948, Rev. Henry Wall was ordained as minister in the church. 
Rev. Wall was especially helpful in the German services which were held in our 
church at 10:00 a.m. every Sunday morning. Rev. H. Wall also served on the Church 
Council and was active in other activities in the church. 
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After commencing the work in Bethel Mission Church, Rev. I. I. Friesen con¬ 
ducted regular classes for catechetical instruction, in addition to his other 
duties as minister of the church. According to statistics by Rev. B. Ewert in 
the Bethel Beacon (January, 1955),the number of people that were baptized by him¬ 
self from 1938 to 1944 was 68. The number baptized by Rev. 1. 1. Friesen from 
1945 to 1954 was 159, making a total of 227 people baptized in a period of 16 
years. It may be said that the classes for catechetical instruction were usually 
larger than the number of those that were baptized in our church. The reason was 
that young people, either working or studying in the city, took the instruction 
in our church while they were in the city, but preferred to be baptized in their 
home churches. Sometimes their stay in the city was only temporary. During the 
time of Rev. I. I. Friesen's ministry in the church, the membership rose from 20 
to 208. 

In 1947 the Conference of Mennonites in Canada decided to start a Bible Col¬ 
lege in Winnipeg. Since it was difficult to secure a building in which to start 
the work of the college, it was decided to accept the offer of the Bethel Mission 
Church to use its facilities for the initiation of this project. Since, however, 
certain renovations were necessary in order to adapt the church for its use as a 
college, the conference paid $3510.09 for such repairs. On September 26, 1947, 
the college started its work in our church. The building was dedicated for its 
use as a college on October 5, 1947. 

During this time Rev. I. I. Friesen served both as pastor of the church ana 
as instructor in the college. 

The college remained in our church for a period of two years. On May 17, 

1949, another building was purchased by the Canadian Conference in order to meet 
the demands for more space due to an increased enrollment of students in the col¬ 
lege. The new building was located at 515 Wellington Crescent, and was dedicated 
for its new use as a college on October 23, 1949. Instruction in the new college 
began on September 30, 1949. 

Since Rev. Friesen felt that he could not continue as instructor at the col¬ 
lege and also serve the church at the same time, he accepted the invitation of the 
College Board to give full-time to his work as instructor at the college. It was, 
therefore, with regret that he handed in his resignation as minister of the church 
to become effective on October 1, 1950, having served the church for the past se¬ 
ven years. Since the church was not able to find someone immediately to replace 
Rev. Friesen, the Church Council asked Rev. Friesen that he continue to serve as 
pastor of the church until June, 1951, when it would be able to secure the servi¬ 
ces of another minister. It was expected that the services of Mr. & Mrs. David 
Schroeder, members of our church, would be available at that time. Rev. Schroeder 
was a graduate of the Mennonite Brethren Bible College and was also to graduate 
from Bethel College in 1951. In order to assist Rev. Friesen in the work of the 
church during this interval, Mr. Hugo Hildebrand, a graduate of Canadian Menno¬ 
nite Bible College, was appointed on November 1, 1950, and was asked to serve as 
full-time church worker. His work was to do visitation in the hospitals and in 
the homes of members of the church, to co-ordinate the work of the various orga¬ 
nizations in the church, to promote Sunday School work,both in the home church, as 
well as in St. Vital, where a Sunday School had been started. On January 21, 1951, 
Rev. Hugo Hildebrand was ordained as evangelist in the church at a service in which 
Rev. I. I. Friesen and Rev. B. Ewert officiated. During July and August of 1950 
when Rev. I. I, Friesen was absent from the church. Rev. Benno Toews was in charge 
of the work in our church. 
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During the years that the college was in the church and also in the years 
following, other ministers, who were members of our church, have also served. 
Among these are: Rev. Benno Toews, Rev. Arnold Regier, Rev. David Janzen and 
Rev. Henry Poettcker. 

Rev. & Mrs. David Schroeder arrived in June, 1951, to take over the leader¬ 
ship of the Bethel Mennonite Church. On July 22, 1951, Rev. David Schroeder was 

ordained as a minister of the church. Taking part in the ordination services 
were Rev. B. Ewert, Rev. G. G. Epp and Rev. I, I, Eriesen. 

On January 28 & 29, 1953, at the Annual Meeting of the congregation, it was 
decided that our church should become self-supporting. Up to this time it had 
received assistance from the Home Mission Board of the Conference. At this time 
it was also decided that there should be no church dues, but that the importance 

of voluntary giving to the church should be emphasized. Since by this time the 

church had again become too small to serve its members and those that attended 
the services, the decision was made that the possibility of securing a new site 
for the building of a church should be investigated. Mr. Jacob Schellenfeerg and 
Mr. Peter Buhr were asked to make this investigation, and on March 15, 1953, the 
congregation of the church decided to purchase a lot on the corner of Stafford 
Street & Carter Avenue, where a new church was to be erected. 


CHAPTER II 

Bethel Mennonite Church 
1951-1954 

First of all, let me state that it was through the ministry of Rev. Benjamin 
Ewert and Rev. I. I. Friesen that I and many other young people with me, came to 
faith in Jesus Christ. 

Many of us who entered the youth group were young people who had had very 
little contact with the church and its ministry prior to this time. 

When I came to Bethel Mennonite Mission Church as pastor in June of 1951, I 
came as one who had participated first in choir and young people’s organizations 
and finally as a deacon and member in the Church Council. It was more in the 
sense of continuing a work which I had left for one brief year of study in Kansas. 

By 1951 the building at 103 Furby Street was already too small and people 
were being turned away even though two services followed eachi other. It was evi¬ 
dent, however, that the church would soon be too small and expansion on that site 
was not practical. 

To strengthen the church from within, two steps were taken almost simultane¬ 
ously: (1) We were able to agree to become self-supporting, and (2) We elimina¬ 

ted the church dues. This had a remarkable effect on the solidarity of the church. 
A third proposal was made, but not accepted until later, that of supporting (or 
giving the equivalent of) a missionary on the field. 

Since Canadian Mennonite Bible College earlier had held its classes in the 
Bethel Mission Church and was in close geographic proximity even after acquiring 
buildings at 515 Wellington Crescent, more projects were carried out jointly with 
the college. For example, the students at first taught Sunday School classes in

St. vital. (First the Peter Falks and later the Jack Walls served here). Then 
there came a request to enlarge this work by adding Sunday morning services and 
continuing the work during the summer. Meetings were first held in a community 
hall that we rented for Sunday mornings. Eventually, however, the Missions Com¬ 
mittee of the Conference took over to further develop the work. 

The young people's work had been the strength of the church's programs earl¬ 
ier. There was now need to do something for the many young couples who no longer 
fitted into the youth organization. Thus, the Homemakers' Fellowship had its 
beginning. 

The affiliation of the church was slowly focusing in a different direction. 
At first there was little understanding of, and appreciation for, the Bethel Men- 
nonite Church in the Manitoba or Canadian Conferences. As a result the church 
began with a very strong relationship to the General Conference. 

With the starting of Canadian Mennonite Bible College and with Rev. I. I. 
Friesen and Rev. Henry Wall being instructors at the college, the church was be¬ 
ing drawn more and more into the work of the Canadian Conference, just as in more 
recent years it has become more active in the Manitoba Conference. 

I feel that the real contribution of Bethel Mennonite Church has been in 
reaching many who were not church-related for active service in the church, in the 
community and abroad. If this witness can be continued, it will stand as a real 
source of strength to the ongoing work. 


CHAPTER III 

Bethel Mennonite Church 
1954-1965 

It was during the summer of 1954 that the church extended a call to Rev. 
George Groening, a school teacher and a minister in the Bergthaler Mennonite 
Church, to become its pastor. Rev. Groening accepted this call and began his min¬ 
istry in the Bethel Mennonite Church on Sunday, August 15, 1954. The church had 
by now been without a regular pastor for almost a year. 

The new pastor. Rev. Groening, was born and raised in the Lowe Farm/Kane area 
in southern Manitoba. He had taught school at Norway House and in several schools 
in southern Manitoba. He was called to the ministry in the Lowe Farm Bergthaler 
Church in 1948, and served in the Bergthaler Church for a period of six years. 

The Church continues to grow - The aims of the church from the time of its 
inception were to reach out and to minister to the needy, especially to those who 
Came to the city and needed the ministry of the church. This also continues to 
be our objective. 

It was during the ministry of Rev. D. Schroeder that the church strove to be¬ 
come financially independent. A step in this direction was certainly commendable, 
but at the same time no small undertaking. The foresight of the church leaders to 
see the need of a new church building, and to purchase an excellent building site 
on the corner of Stafford Street & Carter Avenue has been a great asset in the 
church's development. 
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The church has also been active in missions, both in giving and in penaon- 
nel. At present we have the following serving in mission work and in MCC service: 
Menno & Esther Bergen, Mexico; Peter & Vera Fast, Indonesia (presently home for 
further studies); Isaac & Margaret Froese, Arizona; Tony & Frieda Enns, Algeria; 

Don & Sandra Loewen, Atlanta, Georgia; and Miss Helen Wiebe, Atlanta, Georgia. 

The church has also supplied church workers in Canada and elsewhere. The 
following have, or are presently serving churches: Ed & Elizabeth Enns, Saska¬ 
toon, Saskatchewan; Henry & Katherine Funk, Waldheim, Saskatchewan; Hugo & El- 
dora Hildebrand, Arvada, Colorado; Ed & Helen Ann Goerzen, Mission City, B. C.; 
and John & Elma Wiebe (Carrot River, Saskatchewan), candidates for missionary ser¬ 
vice in Colombia. Presently engaged in studies for future service are: Leonard 
& Martha Epp, and David & Doris Friesen, at Mennonite Biblical Seminary, Elkhart, 
Indiana; and Tony & Helen Buhr in Atlanta, Georgia. In order to encourage and to 
aid Christian young people to enter into Christian service, the church annually 
provides for a bursary of $500.00. 

Since the beginning of 1957 the Bethel Mennonite Church has been involved in 
radio broadcast work. For several years a weekly 15-minute devotional was broad¬ 
cast, called "Meditations at Eventide." The morning worship service has been 
broadcast on the first Sunday of each month since 1957. 

It was not always easy for the church to gain acceptance with the other chur¬ 
ches of our conference. This was the first all-English speaking church in the Ca¬ 
nadian Conference. The trend toward the English was looked at rather unfavorably. 
Through this, however, a tolerance to the German language has developed. Language 
was a medium of communication and everyone should be served in the language of his 
preference. For this reason the church continues to have a German worship service. 

The relationship of our church to other Conference churches has changed, and 
presently there is an excellent working relationship between them. This is evi¬ 
denced by the large number of members of this church holding conference offices. 

The Church urbanizes - Any church whose members all have rural roots will 
tend to be rurally orientated. The Bethel Mennonite Church was no exception. The 
transition has been so gradual that it has hardly been noticeable at all. Until 
1960 almost the entire youth growth came from the rural areas; only a few of the 
young people had grown up in the city. The annual Instruction Classes consisted 
almost entirely of rural young people. The Instruction Class of 1965, however, 
showed a marked change in that the majority of the class consisted of young peo¬ 
ple who had grown up in the city. 

The effects of urbanization are very evident in the church. Whether we as a 
church will be able to make the adjustment remains to be seen. 

The Church builds - During the early 1950*s it was already becoming evident 
that the church would soon need more facilities. The foresight of the church lea¬ 
ders led them to purchase the site on which the church stands today. In the fall 
and winter of 1954-55 the church was so crowded that the congregation realized 
that the time to build had come. It was only two years after the church had be¬ 
come financially self-supporting. There was considerable hesitation and fear to 
undertake so large a project. The following are some of the resolutions passed by 
the church regarding its building program: 

* January 27, 1954: "That we start building as soon as the Finance Committee has 
sufficient funds to see our way through." 
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* Special Meeting, May 18, 1954: "Concerning the building of the church or en¬ 
larging our present building was left for a future date to decide upon." 

* Annual Meeting, January 28, 1955: "At this time William Enns showed us plans 
of the new church that we intend to build, and all were in favor of going ahead 
with the plan." 

* July 8, 1955: "That we proceed with the building as planned and decided before." 

On July 8, 1955, the building contract was awarded to Semmler Construction 
Company for the sum of $79,035.00, to be completed in 110 days. On June 26, 1955, 
the congregation met on the present site for the historical event of the sod¬ 
breaking ceremony. 

The building program continued without difficulty. Working relationships 
with the architect, Wm. I. Enns, and the contractor, Semmler Construction, worked 
out very well, and the building was completed in December of 1955. 

On Sunday morning of December 18, 1955, we as a church met in the Bethel Men- 
nonite Church on 103 Fur by Street for the last time. To many people this was a 
very touching experience, since they had become deeply attached to this church. 

The text for that morning was taken from Psalm 103, "Forget not all His benefits." 

On that same afternoon we met for the dedication service of our new church 
building on Stafford Street & Carter Avenue. This was indeed a day of rejoicing 
as the congregation looked back over its history to see the great things that God 
had done for it since the church's beginning in 1937. 

In the summer of 1954 the church purchased a parsonage on 948 McMillan Aven¬ 
ue, for the sum of $9,000.00. This served as a parsonage for one year, when the 
opportunity presented itself to sell the parsonage for a considerable profit, na¬ 
mely, the sum of $12,000.00. The present parsonage was built by Dyck Brothers in 
the summer of 1955 for the sum of $10,365.00. 

The church now had considerably more room and it grew rapidly. Later, how¬ 
ever, it was felt that more Sunday School facilities were needed, and on June 7, 
1961, the congregation decided to add the present Educational Wing, 54 x 73 feet. 
This would provide an assembly area, twenty classrooms and office facilities. At 
a Congregational Meeting, held on November 7, 1961, the contract to build the Ed¬ 
ucational Wing was awarded to Louis Ducharme & Associates for the sum of $54,317. 

During the winter of 1964 the church decided to complete the church basement 
replacing the temporary Sunday School classroom partitions with permanent ones, as 
well as making extensive alterations in the kitchen. This work was done by Sem¬ 
mler Construction at a cost of $10,908.00. This marked the third and final stage 
of the present church building. 

The Church reaches out - (a) St. Vital: The church began its first outreach 
when it began a Sunday School in St. Vital. This has now grown to the present 
Sterling Avenue Mennonite Church. 

(b) Oak Point: During the winter of 1955, Miss Mary Penner, a member of the 
Bethel Mennonite Church, was teaching in the Radway School District near Oak Point. 
She requested that the church conduct services in the Radway School District, 
since this community had no church service of any kind. It was decided that we 
would have one service per month. Later this was increased to two per month. The 
work was done by volunteers. Mr. Peter Schmidt & Mr. Jim Penner carried the ma— 
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jor responsibility for this work. After several years a small group of Christ¬ 
ians had been gathered and it was felt that the time had come that the work should 
be moved to the town site. Furthermore, it was felt that the time had come that 
a full-time worker be placed here. The Bethel Mennonite Church requested that the 
Canadian Board take over the work. The Canadian Mission Board accepted this, and 
Rev. Ken Buller was called as the new worker. The Conference of Mennonites in 
Manitoba has since provided a new church building for the group. The work at the 
present is growing very satisfactorily. 

(c) Elmwood: The crowded facilities, both in the Sunday School and the Wor¬ 
ship Services, caused the church to consider that it would either have to extend 
its present building or establish a daughter congregation. The membership by now 
stood at 515. At a Congregational Meeting, held on September 29, 1960, the follow¬ 
ing resolution was passed: "That we consider the St. Vital, Elmwood & East Kildo- 
nan area as the area in which to build another church, the exact place to be de¬ 
termined by the availability of a site, with a further vote if an appropriate site 
is found." Amendment: "Should there be sufficient support in the area." 

A survey was made of the members in the area. A total of 51 members volun¬ 
teered to form the nucleous of the new church. 

The opportunity presented itself to purchase a church building on 384 Talbot 
Avenue for the price of $16,800.00. The building was in need of considerable re¬ 
pairs, as well as in need of pews. The mother church made a grant of $15,000.00 
to assist in the purchase of this building. 

Brother Peter Schmidt was ordained to the ministry and served the church as 
pastor for the first one and a half years, at .which time Rev. Henry P. Friesen of 
Steinbach, Manitoba, was called as pastor in August of 1962. The Elmwood Bethel 
Mennonite Church has since extended its present building. The present membership 
stands at 80. 

(d) Charleswood: At the Annual Meeting on January 29 & 30, 1963, the Church 
Council and representatives from those living in the Charleswood area recommended 
to the church the following: "(1) That a church be started in Charleswood by the 
Bethel Mennonite Church by members living in Charleswood and other members of our 
church who may be interested to support such a venture, and (2) That our church 
give moral support to this venture and such financial support as we are able." 

The above resolution was passed, giving the volunteers the right to proceed 
with plans. The Charleswood School Board had been approached for the use of the 
Chapman School. A total of 18 members from the Bethel Mennonite Church, as well 
as 13 members from other churches, became the nucleous of this new church. The 
present membership stands at 55. 

Rev. David Schroeder agreed to give temporary leadership until such a time 
as the services of a pastor could be found. A call was extended to Cornie G. Rem- 
pel, a student at Mennonite Biblical Seminary, Elkhart, Indiana, who also accepted 
the call. He was ordained to the ministry in his home church at Glenbush, Saskat¬ 
chewan, and installed as pastor in the Charleswood Mennonite Church in July of 
1964. 


The Chapman School which had served the needs of the congregation was not 
adequate to meet the total needs of the church. A new church building has been 
erected this summer at 699 Haney Street. The new church was dedicated on Sunday, 
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November 28, 1965. The mother church decided to give financial assistance to 
the extent of $8,000.00, to be paid over a period of three years. 

The Church looks to the future - We gratefully acknowledge those who have 
led the way, who have given sacrificially of their service, and who have held be¬ 
fore us a vision of what the church should accomplish. 

It is not enough to reflect on all that God has done and is doing in our 
midst I The Church must continually evaluate its program to seek and do the Will 
of God! 

The history of the Church is unfinished. To you the torch is thrown to car¬ 
ry on the work begun by others. 

To Christ, the Founder and Builder of His Church, do we commit the future 
building of our Church!
